Slayer of Fred J. Jackson Alleges
That the Criminal Judge Is Prej-
udiced Agninst Him—Case
Will Come Up Monday.

Messrs., Beebe & Watson, attorneys for
Dr. J. D. Goddard, indicted for murder In
the first degree, for killing Fred J. Jack-
&on, yesterduy filed In the eriminal court a
notice to the state that on next Mondny,
when the Goddard case will be called, they
will file application for a special judge, on
the ground that Judge Wollord is preju-
diced against Goddard. The state will not
resist the effort to get Judge Wofford off
the bench, and Judge Wofford will in all
probabllity grant the application for a
special jJudge. He could bardly do other-
wise, and could hardly try the case In the
‘!;al:u of affidavits charging him with prejo-

love.

The Goddard cpse bids fair to be almost
as celebrated and certainly as sensational
as the Schlegel case. Jack=on, the mur-
dered man, was the husband of Mrs, Lizzle
Jackson, proprietress of the Jackson laun-
dry. Though not her famiiy physician, Dr,
Goddard frequently called upon AMrs. Jack-
son. and the husband repestedly protested
agalnst the visits of the doctor, who ran
a drug store at Independence avenue and
Locust street. It is popularly supposed
that the drug store was practically bought
by Mrs. Jackson. Certain it is that she
bad advanced him large sums of money.
Her husband had deeded to her the laun-
dry busines which he had bullt up and to
which he had given the best years of his

WORK OF THE PUSH, ONLY.

MAYOR JONES' VIEWS ON THE AN-
NEXATION QUESTION.

No Reason for the Republicans to Re-
ecede From Thelr Position—What
Joe Shanunon et Al Are
Trying to Do.

Mayvor Jones and the nine Republican
members of the upper house and the Re-
publicans of the lower house are still de-
termined to prevent the uc':amplls_hment of
the proposed extension of the city limits
to the Big Blue river, with its attendant
litigation and other complicaticns, Dis-
cussing the matter yesterday, Mayor Jones

sald:

“J fail to see why the Republicans should
recede from the position they have taken in
regard to extending the city limits, which is
the taking in of Westport alone at this
time. 1 am convinced that they mre right
In refusing to mix it up with the extension
on the east. Those who desire that exten-
sfon can be accommoduted at the regular
municipal election next 51;1-:111; ::m;outnr;d;

1al expense to the city. the u
ﬁi}n‘g:}fitmnpis voted upon at that election,
no increase In the number of judges unu:l
clorks and challengers will be necessary.
Should this extension be knocked out by the
supreme court, as I firmly believe it will
be, the only expense attending It will be the
cost of defending the suits that will be
brought by citizens reslding between the
Bilue mnd Fairview avenue. When it is
knocked out, the extension that takes in
Westport will still stand, as there !s‘ no
reason why it should be anmulled, a large
majority of the voters of that clity having
voted in favor of coming into Kansas City.

“Jt was thought advisable when the lim-
its wera to be extended to tauke In a strip
along the east side of the city that is v-}'ll
peopled and that with the natural gmg.;h
of the city in that direction would be avail-
able for city purposes, That proposition
was killed by the five Democrats in the
lower house, Then, by way of compromise,
the Republicans favored taking in Westport
alone, but two ordinances to that end were
yoled down in the lower house by the Dem-
ogcrats. At the lust meeting of the council
on Monday night the upper house again
passed an extenslon ordinnnce, making the
fourth to take in Westport, and this ordi-
nance will go before the lower house at its

eting.

contend that an extension to the Blue will
not be upheld by the supreme court, Now
look at the situntion presented by the at-
tempt that is belng made by the Democrat-
jc minority to annex the territory between
Fairview avenue and the Blue.

ed people of Kansas City to contemplate?
If we obey the dictates of Joe Shannon,
Frank Walsh. the two police commission-
ers and the rest of the Democratic push
we will go forth into this territory and ex-
tend our municipal government over their,
wheat and corn fields and potato patches’
and force them to pay taxes based unon
values that are largely fictitious. I regard
this as a violation of every right that
these people have under the constitution
and laws of the state. 1t would be an out-
rage to compel them to come into Kansas
City ngaingt their will and at the hazard
of losing their property holdings through
fnabillty to pay municipal taxes.

“To show how deeply interested the

In the territory east of Falr-
view avenue the so-called streets are roads
lined by trees and brush and without side-
walks, There are only a few spots that
show any signs of Improvements, If this
territory is taken in Kansas City eannot
afford to put on fifty or seventy-five addi-
tional pollcemen to patrol it. It eannot
afford to build police stations and fire
ergine houses and put fire companies in
there, and it eannot afford to extend water
mains and establish gas and electric lizhts
in that tarritory. The county court is now
macndamizing some of the roads betwaeen
Falrview avenue and the Blue, and if it
Is taken In this work will stop and the
dramshop fund will be spent elsewhere by
the county court.”
